Katz is best known for improving upon the typical diecast metal 
toy cars by adding details, gadgets and gimmicks that thrilled 
children and adults -- who now pay hundreds of dollars for mint 
condition Corgi cars from the 1970s. 

He and his mother's cousin, Philip Ullman, founded, Mettoy 
Ltd., in 1933, with its first factory in Northampton, central 
England. It later expanded to Swansea, Wales. 

When Katz began his famous car line in 1956, he named it Corgi 
in honor of the British royal family's favorite breed of dog -- 
and as a nod to the company's connection to Wales, where the dog 
is bred. 

Mettoy' s engineers improved upon the standard toy cars by 
adding details like plastic windshields, diamond-crystal 
headlights, spring-mounted wheels and opening doors. 

Corgi's most successful model was a miniature replica of the 
Aston Martin DBS sports car driven by James Bond in the 1964
